PHILADELPHIA, Nov. &—The at- 
tempts of European scientists to prove 
that the invisible: organisms producing 
| ‘encephalitis,.or sleeping sickness, are 
the same as. those producing herpes 
(celd sores in. man) are refuted by ex- 
periments conducted by Dr. Simon 
‘Flexner; director of the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research, accord: 
ing to a statement today by. Dr. Flex- 
ner at the closing meeting of the Na- 
Nonai Academ emy of Sciences; hetd at the 
‘Whiversity of Pennsylvania. 
‘ Ever since the first epidemic of 
‘sleeping sickness in the Western world, | 
which began in Austria: in. 1919 ‘and 
- to other nations, scientists have 
been at work endeavoring: to locate 
the invisible organism responsible fer 
the disease. 

In the last three or four years sev- 
eral Europeans have stated that their 
wesearches led them to believe the 
germs located in herpes were similar 
to those producing sleeping’ sickness, 
bul nobody has as yet -been able to 
sie ite’ ‘the ache producing sleeping 

ness. 


' Tests With Invisible Germs. 


Y his report today Dr. Flexner dealt 
with the*group of disease-p cing 
organisms below the limit of visibility 
even with the strongest -microscope 
knéwn. He explained that these minute 
organisms are known by. their.effects 
on man and animals, in which - they 


produce such detinite diseases as foot- 
ard-mouth disease in cattle “and in- 
fantile paralysis in man. He de- 
scribed experiments with such invisi- 
ble germs contained in herpes erup-. 
tiolis, which when inoculated into 
rabbits induce an inflammatory con- 
dition of the brain (encephalitis),, re-, 
sembling the brain disease present in 
sleeping sickness found in the temper- 
ate-climes of man. 

Several European investigators, con- 
tinued Dr. Flexner, believe that the 
“virus’’ of herpes, as the invisible or- 
garnism is called, may, under suitable 
cirgumstances, produce the encephali- 
tisgn man: Dr. Flexner reported that 
his experiments, which: five 
years ago, do not confirm this ‘point of 
' view, thus leaving the causés of sleep-. 
ing sickness undetermined. « 

The results of the experiments by 
Dr.: Flexner and his associates, it is 
expected by scientists, will stimulate 
futther research into the causes of 
encephalitis, especially in Burope.

A copy of the broadside issued in 
New Orleans in 1803 announcing the 
acquisition of Louisiana by the United 
States was sold yesterday afternoon 
at the Anderson Galleries to Barnet 
J. Beyer for $87§. It was one of the 
items in the Hbrary of Simon J. 
Shwartz of New Orleans, put on sale 
Monday afternoon. The two sessions 
of the sale have brought $20,313.75. 

The document, issued by William C. 
C. Claiborne, Governor of the Missis- 
sippi Territory, is in English, French 
and Spanish. It announces that ‘‘the 
government heretofore exercised over 
the Province of Louisiana, as well 
under the authority of Spain as of 
the French republic, has ceased and 
that of the United States of America 
is established over the same.”’ It then 
exhorts ‘‘all inhabitants and other per- 
sons within the Province to be faith- 
ful and true in their allegiance to the 
United States and obedient to the laws 
and authorities of the same.’’
